Whereas, to increase Middlebury College Admissions outreach to under-represented groups and 
geographic areas across the nation, students of the SGA Institutional Diversity, Equity, and 
Inclusion Committee, in collaboration with the Admissions Office, established the Student 
Ambassadors Program in the Fall of 2019; and 

Whereas, the mission of the Student Ambassador Program is to increase outreach and 
recruitment to high school students located in rural, low-income serving, and ethnically diverse 
areas through student-given information sessions; and 

Whereas, the program is in addition to our school visits conducted by our dedicated counselors 
in the Admissions Office, and the Student Ambassador Program acts as another form of outreach 
that is done by current Middlebury College students; and 

Whereas, the Office of Diversity, Equity, and Inclusion has recognized and supports the 
advancement of the Student Ambassador Program, including the program in their Strategic Plan; 
and 

Whereas, having both current Middlebury students and Admissions counselors visiting high 
schools, our amount of outreach will not only dramatically increase, but it will increase 
specifically in areas and demographics that are traditionally under-represented in higher 
education; and 

Whereas, the pilot program for the Student Ambassador Program, consisting of nine 
ambassadors, will be completed after Winter Break 2019 and will officially be open to 
campus-wide applications for the Spring training at the end of November 2019, expecting to take 
on another 11 ambassadors for a total of 20 Student Ambassadors for spring of 2020; and 

Whereas, the trained Student Ambassadors, who give infonnation sessions during their breaks at 
home, deserve payment for their labor they contribute to bettering and advancing Middlebury 
College’s student body. 

Whereas, Student Ambassador programs at other institutions, such as Yale University, pay their 
Student Ambassadors for every school visit they complete. 



Therefore, be it known 


That, the Student Government Association formally allocates $900 of its budget to the Student 
Ambassador Program for the remainder of the 2019-2020 Academic Year. These funds will be 
used to pay ambassadors $20/school visit. 

That, 20 Student Ambassadors will be compensated for their visits, comprised of 2 school visits 
per Ambassadors starting November 2019 (20 Ambassadors x 2 visits x $20 per visits = $800). 

That, $100 will serve as additional funds to pay ambassadors in the case that they conduct more 
than 2 school visits. 

That, the process for the allocation of funds should be as follows: 

• Student Ambassadors will only be paid after they complete their school visits and the 
necessary documentation to track the progress of the program is submitted. 

o Students apply and are reviewed to be a Student Ambassador by the Student 
Ambassador Coordinators and Santana Audet, Senior Assistant Director of 
Admissions and Coordinator of Diversity, Inclusion, and Access Initiatives, 
o High schools are previously approved by Santana Audet before visits are 
scheduled. 

That, this expense shall be paid by SGA only in the 2019-2020 academic year . 

That, further funding for this payment will be organized by Dean of Admissions, Nicole Curvin, 
and the pertinent members of the Middlebury College Admissions Office beginning in the Fall of 
2020 .
